We left Gettysburg on a Tuesday 


at 4.15 o'clock, P. M. The train went 
by the way ot" HarrisLmrg, Pittsburg, 
West Virginia, Ohio, '"idiana and 
Illinois -'a-il.••.(•* St. Louis Wednesday 
evening at 7 o'clock. 


Aiapie provision has been made to 


take care of the people. Hotels have 
been built on the north, south and 
east siuea of the grounds. A large 
Hotel called th-- Inside Inn, is in the 
grounds. This Hotel is a beautiful 
place and is an immense building 
covering eight acres of land, having a 
capacity to accommodate 5,000 people. 
It is a new departure in the exposi- 
tion business, being the lir&t Hotel to 
be inside the fence. There are three 
hundred tables-ill one room, four per- 
sons to a table and a waiter to each 
table. The guests are charged an extra 
50 cents for admission which they have 
to pay without having the pleasure ol 
going through the turnstile. 
The 


rates are SI.75 per day for lodging in- 
cluding two meals and luncii. 


The Epworth League Hotel on the 


north side is a brick building, built 
permanently and is to used after the 
fair by Washington University, of St.

Two nice private houses 6150 and 


6154 Etzel Avenue have been fitted up 
by Boss C. H. Hallock, with, new 
furniture and SI per day is charged for 
lodging. This place is within ten min- 
utes ride from grounds and is reached 
by the Eighteenth St. cars from Union 
Station by one transfer, and there are 
plenty other private houses in the city 
and out side where you can get good 
lodging and boarding and prices are 
all right. All the restaurants outside 
of the grounds are reasonable in their 
charges and all I have seen are as 
cheap as in our home places.
